exhibition of the discontent which is al-

DUFFERIN’S RISING STAR. 


THE VETERAN DIPLOMATE MAY SERVE TO PLA- 
CATE ALL IRELAND. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.~—It is now said that there 

isno truth inthe report that Lord Dufferin 


will succeed the late Earl of Lytton as Brit- 
ish Embassador to Paris. Had Lord Dufferin 
any such intention he would not have been 
justified in accepting the Lord Wardenship of 
the Cinque Ports, which was conferred in 
View of the certain knowledge that on the 
expiration of his term in Rome early next 


year he will quit the @iplomatic service. He 
left the Vieskarenie in India in 1988 for Italy 
in order to complete the eleven years of 
service which is the necessary qualification 
for the first class pension of £1,700, and that 
pension he will be ableto claim next year. 
The Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports has lit- 
tle-to boast of in these days in -the 
shape of power and authority.

But Lord Dafferin will arrive in En- 
gland, free to choose, and it is not impos- 
sible that if Lord Spencer prefers an office in 
Whitehall, Lord Dufferin may be the first 
Viceroy ofIreland after the passing of the 
home rule bill. He has sympathy with the 
Irish people. Beforethe {rish land tenure 
was reformed it was he who exclaimed in 
the House of Lords, ‘‘Whatisa yearly ten- 
ancy? It is one which, having regard to 
its terms, no Christian man would offer and 
none buta madman would accept.’’ Lord 
Dufferin isan Irishman and would be ac- 
cepted as Viceroy of Ireland by Parnellites, 
anti-Parnellites and Orangemen. 


BRITISH GREED. 


TROUBLE IN LIBERIA THOUGHT TO BE FO- 
MENTED BY ENGLISHMEN. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Following are latest ad- 
vices from Monrovia, Liberia: Everybody 
here is excited on account of advices to the 
effect that several of the natives tribes to 
the north of Grand Cape Mount have re- 
beiled against Liberian authority and placed 
themselves under the protection of the En- 
glish at Sierra Leone. The advisability of 
sending an armed expedition against these 
people is how being considered by the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet officers. . There 1s much 
difference of opinion, however, as to the 
wisdom of an attempt to chastise these 
tribes, inasmuch as the best informed are 
disposed to believe that they have been en- 
couraged to act as they have by the 
English at Sierra Leone. It is an 
open secret that the English colonists of Free 
Town have long looked with covetous eyes 
toward the rich country which runs aiong 
the northern border of the Liberian territory, 
and itisthought that the Sierra Leone En- 
glish have caused these fhtibes to become 
trouolesome in order to bring about compli- 
cations through which they may be enabled 
to reap a large slice, if not all the desired 
lands. President Johnson, !t ts well-known, 
is no coward, so it is safe to say that the 
Liberian Government will not suffer itself to 
be insulted, nor its authority to be made 
lightof. There is every reason to believe 
that troops will be sent immediately against 
these unruly savages. If these tribes secure 
the protection of the English it is more than 
porbable that grave troubles will arise 
which may be so far reaching in their effects 
as to bring about more or less unhappy fric- 
tion between some of the great governments. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


BELGIUM UNDER THE FRENCH WING—EUROPE 
EPITOMIZED. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 27.—The Belgian Govern- 
ment has been assured by the French Min- 
ister here that France will protect Belgian 
interests in China, and that France will also 
claiman emnity for Belgium from China 
for massacre Of Belgian priests in 
Mong@iia,as previously exclusively detailed 
in theSe dispatches. Consequently the Bel- 
gian Government has notified the repre- 
sentatives of the Chinese Government that 


Belgian subjects in China are under 
the protection of the French flag. 
The action of France in this 


matter has caused the liveliest feeling of sat- 
isfaction in. many circles here, though it is 
elearly seenthat this step is only another by- 
play on the part of France for the good will 
of Belgium, which bidding it is an open 
fact that she is competing with Germany for 
the same object. Indeed, it is said that Ger- 
many had decided to take the identical step 
that France has now taken, but that the 
diplomatic machinery of France worked 
much more quickly and easily than that of 
Germany. 


FOR CLOSER UNITY. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 27.—A special cable dis- 
patch to the Star from London says: ‘‘The 
Deliberative Committee of the Imperial Fed- 
eration League Council meets next week to 
consider Sir Charles Tupper’s and other pro- 
posals for a closer unity of the Empire. The 
supporters of the United Empire Trade 
League are much gratified by the enthusiastic 
adoption by a large majority at the National 


Conservative conference of a resolution 
favoring prompt action by the Govern- 
ment to promote a customs arrange- 


ment throughout the Empire. The papers, 
however, dwell more upon Lord Salisbury’s 
reply as showing that though a portion of 
the rank and file of the Conservative party 
may support the idea the Government is still 
persuaded that it is not ripe for official sanc- 
tion. The Imperial Government has notified 
the Newfoundland Government that its bait 
act is unconstitutional and- proposes that 
Canada and Newfoundland shall:submit a 
joint test case tothe Imperial Privy Council, 


THE STORY ABSURD. 

Loxpon, Nov. 27.—Lord Salisbury’s Secre- 
tary, in the absence of the Prime Minister, 
was asked to-day by a correspondent of the 
United Press whether there was any truth in 
the rumor being circulated to the effect that 
the emissary of the Vatican disguised as a 
butler had been recognized by a lady visitor 
as employed in the household of Lord Salis- 
bury at Hatfield House, Hertfordshire, and 
that the spy, said to be an Italian priest, fied 
so soon as the lady referred to recognized him 
as having previously been at the Vatican. 
The British Premier smiled when the question 
was put to himand then said emphatically: 
‘“The concoction referred to is too foolish to 
be officially contradicted.’’ From other 
sources also it is learned that there is not a 
word of truth in the remarkable tale, 


A VETERAN BANQUETTED. 
LIVERPOOL, Nov. 27.—The centenary of the 
birth of Thomas Wiltshire Summersum, who 
foughé in the American war of 1813, was cele- 
brated at Brightlingsea yesterday with a 
banquet. The’ veteran sang the national 
anthem in fine style, and in a hearty speech 
said he hoped to carry himself likea man to 
the lastday of his life. After the banquet 
forty octogenarians and twenty-seven sep- 
tuagenarians, headed by Summersum, 
marched in procession through the town.

Nova Scotia, Nov. 27.—The with- 
nea ok the Atlantic mail steamers has 
interfered greatly with the business of this 
port.

And Widow Vincent’s Boy Fired Four 
Shots Into Chas. Jones’ Body. 


THE MURDEROUS WELCOME WHICH A 
LADY’S CALLER RECEIVED. 


Mother and Son Under Arrest—Criminal 
Libel Proceedings Commenced by Ca- 
nadian Officials — Shot to Save His 
Father’s Lite—A Woman Confidenced— 
The Gamut of Crime. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., Nov. 27.—Chas. Jones, man- 
ager of the Postal Telegraph office in this 
city, was probably fatally shot last night. 
The shooting took place about 7:30 o’clock 
onthe porch of the residence No. 418 West 
Clinton street. Jones was accustomed to 
call upon a young lady who lived there, but 
had moved, He called at the place last night 
and asked for the young lady. The woman 
who answered his call replied: ‘*I know you. 
Give it to him, Bert.’’ Almost immediately 
Bert Vincent, aged 15, a school boy and son 
of the woman, commenced emptying a re- 
volver into Jones’ body. Four shots were 
fired, one entering the man’s abdomen and 
three hislegs. Jones fell to the ground, and 
was picked up by passers, who notified the 
police. He was removed to the Arnot Ogden 
Hospital, where he lies ina critical condition. 
Mrs. Vincent, who is a widow, and her son 
were arrested. 


A CHILD KIDNAPPED. 


THE 2-YEAR OLD SON OF A KANSAS CITY BANKER 
DISAPPEARS. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 27.—The 2-year-old 
son of David T. Beals, the millionaire, and 
President of the Union National Bank here, 
was kidnapped yesterday by one of the ser- 
\vants of the house, and no trace of the child 


has been found. Just as the family was fin- 
ishing dinner yesterday evening the servant, 
Lizzie Smith, said she was going out after the 
evening paper, whichis usually left on the 
veranda. Mr. Beals heard an outer door 
open, and, suspecting something, went out 
and found his son was missing. search was 
at once instituted, but no traces found. 

All the circumstances surrounding the ab- 
duction of the child indicate that the kidnap- 
ping was the result of a well-planned con- 
spiracy and that the victimis being held for 
ransom. The child was abducted by a ser- 
vant who was known to the family as Lizzie 
Smith. She was employed under circum- 
stances which in the Ught of later events 
appear suspicious. She called at the Beals 

ansion one day about three weeks ago 
and called Mrs. Beals, stating that 
she was looking foremployment. It so hap- 
pened that Mrs. Beals needed a housemaid, 
and although the girl could give no reference 
she was employed. Late one night a week 
afterward Mrs. Beals heard suspicious noises 
in the kitchen and she went to investigate. 
As she was assing from the lower hall 
through the butler’s try to the kitchen 
some one brushed pass er and ran out of the 
back door. Further investigation showed 
that all the doors and windows in the rear of 
the house had been opened. Mrs. Beals went 
quickly to the various rooms of the servants, 


but all were in bed, apparentis scune-asieep. 
including the housemaid. it is now supposed 
that Lizzie Smith admitted the person to as- 
sist in the abduction of the child, but that 
Mrs. Beals’ wakefulness prevented the carry- 
ing out of the plot at that time. 

Investigation of Lizzie Smith’s career here 
shows that she and two men rented 
a cottage at 1527 Lydia avenue a 
month ago and paid a month’s rental in ad- 
vance. Very little furnirure was placed in 
the house andthe neighbors say they could 
learn nothing concerning thetrio. Immedi- 
ately after Lizzie Smith’s employment in the 
Beals household the furniture was removed, 
the house was vacated and thetwo men dis- 
appeared. Since that time two men whose 
descriptions tally with theirs exactly have 
been noticed about the Beals place. On one 
occasion while Mr. and Mrs. Beals were both 
away from heme they called at the house and 
inquired f rs. Beals. Itso er Sapee that 
Lizzie Sm wasup stairs and the cook an- 
swered the bell. When she told them that 
Mrs. Beals was not at home they said they 
would wait, but the servant told them that 
Mrs. Beals would noutbe at home for some 
time and they left. 

Neither the police nor the detectives have 
as yet found any trace ofthe child or his ab- 
ductors. 

Mr. Beals has offered a ransom of $5,000 for 
the return of the child and no questions 
asked, 


STILL A MYSTERY. 


WHY NURSE ALBERT SEARVANT SHOT THE WIFE 
OF HIS WEALTHY PATIENT. 


New YorK, Nov. 28.—Albert Searvant, the 
male nurse who shot Howley Chapman’s 
‘wife on Monday morning, now declines to 
make further statements concerning that 
mysterious affair. Mrs. Chapman’s friends 
claim that she has been devoted to her in- 
sane husband, and that Searvant’s allegation 
that he was criminally intimate with Mrs. 
Chapman is a lie. Though she and her 
husband are both well off, she has trav- 
elied with the Minnie Maddern company. 


Capt. Early ofthe Tenth Precinct, in his re- 
ort of the case to Supt. Campbell, said at 
he end of the report: 

‘*The prisoner was questioned by me as to 
the motive for committing the crime, and 
said that he had been engaged about four 
months ago to take charge of Mr. Chapman, 
and that about two months ago he became 
intimate with the wife, that the intimate re- 
lations with her continued until last Satur- 
day, and he noticed her in the morning dress- 
ing with great care and asked her where she 
was going. She refusedat first to tell and 
then began to abuse him and said that she 
loved another man. He then requested her 
not to meet him. She refused, and then he 


shot her.’’ 
The police say Searvant is a loafer. His 
victim’s chances of recovery are slight. In 


the event of herdeath her property will go 
to her insane husband, who is already 
wealthy. Mrs. Clifford, Mrs, O*apman’s 
mother, said, refuting the statements made 
by Nurse Searvant, that more thana week 
ago Mrs. pe rg had saidto herthat she 
certainly would have to dismiss the nurse; 
that he continually insulted her with his at- 
tentions, and that heacted soit made her 
fear him, while at the same time he mal- 
treated his patient. The story of the shoot- 
ing, as Mrs. Chapman had repeated it to her, 
she said, was as follows: 

‘*She wasin her room dressin 
burly nurse openedthe door wit 
ing and walkedin. She had on only the gar- 
ment in which she!was found afterward by 
the police. He made an insulting remark to 
her and then tried to take liberties. She 
fought him offand started for the door to 
cry out. He succeeded in putting his arm 
about her waist. She pushed him away, and 
then he placed his hand to his pistol pocket, 
and drawing a revolver he fired twice. She 
did not remember anything more until De- 
tective Reynolds came in and found her lying 
on the floor.’’

PUGH’S PLAIN TALK. 


No Mistaking the Alabama Senator's 
Position on Silver. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY MUST ADHERE 
TO ITS TRADITIONS. 


Possible Suggestions from President Har- 
rison on Bi-Metalism—Son Russell’s 
Mission a Failure—The Texas Alliance 
Sets Up for Itself—A Movement Favor- 
able to the President— Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—Senator 
Pugh of Alabama has written a letter deny- 
ing emphatically a statement made by Sena- 
tor Carlisle that any Democratic Senator or 
Congressman who supports the recoinage of 
Silver has expressed any desire, intention or 
purpose to abandon or ignore the vital issue 
of tariff reform. ‘‘All that the friends of 
silver demand,’’ says Senator Pugh, ‘‘is 
what the Democratic party in every National 
Convention has done without a single ex- 
ception; keep the taxation and currency to- 
gether, as co-ordinate and co-equal 
subjects of remedial legislation, 
Neither tariff? reform nor financial 
reform has ever been ignored nor 
abandoned, nor one subordinated to the 
other in any Democratic platform during the 
lifetime of the party. Ifthe friends of silver 
are to be classed as unwise counsellors and 
unsafe leaders, because they insist that the 
Silver issue shall not be abandoned or ignored 
in the presidential contest of 1892, but that it 
shall go hand in hand and recefve the same 
treatment with all other issues made in the 
Democratic platform, especially when they 
are so classed and condemned at the instance 
and in the interest of those Democrats who 
throttled the free coinage bill in the 
last House of Representatives. All the 
friends of silver have to say is that they 
are accustomed to such classification and 
hope to be ableto persevere in the vindica- 
tion of their convictions and integrity. As 
Democrats and friends of free coinage they 
protest against being retired from the coun- 
cils of the Democratic party because they 
are unwilling to allow the corporal’s guard 
of gold representatives to dictate to the 
friends of silver and silence and postpone 
them in their just demands until the veto 
power can be put in the hands of a Democrat 
for four years, to beexercised against any 
adjustment of the silver question except on 
the formula to be furnished by the wise 
counselors and safe leaders to be found only 
inthe neighborhood of Wall street. 


BI-METALISM. 
WHAT THE PRESIDENT’S POSITION IS CON- 
CERNING IT. 

WASHINGTON, D. O©., Nov. 27.—The subject 
ofan international agreement for the en- 
larged use of silver as money will not be dis- 
cussed at length by the President in bis an- 
nual message nor by Secretary Fosterin his 
annual report. They prefer to wait a while, 
to discover the temper of Congress, before 
taking a decided position. The President 


may renew the promise of his first annual 
message to submit a special message on the 
silver question. 

The reports which have been received from 
Banker Seligmanand other representatives 
of the Government in England, France and 
Germany have been very encouraging for the 
recognition of the white metal as money if 
this country does not plunge into free coin- 
age without waiting for other nations. En- 
giand is the country in which the subject of 
international bimetalism is the most warmly 
discussed, and if England would agree to it 
the President believes that we need not feel 
obliged to wait for France and Germany. The 
reports from England which were _ received 
before the recent elections were favorable, 
and the later ones, which are oe at the 
Treasury Department soon, will probably be 
more favorable, in view of the check tothe 
cause of immediate free coinage in the elec- 
tions. 

The English papers seem to have given the 
same interpretation to the elections as the 
leading Eastern journals, and if England was 
disposed to favor.an international agreement 
before the elections, she is probably even 
more friendly to it now, because her finan- 
clers must be convinced that this country 
does not propose to adopt the policy of free 
coinage without an international agreement. 

The President has not been led by the re- 
ports from England to belleve that she would 
agree at once tothe full remonetization of 
silver, but he has been assured that the feel- 
ing toward silver is syed more friendly 
and that the Bank ot England might possibly 
be induced to issue a limited amount of notes 
based upon silver bullion. If this experiment 
proved successful the theory of the Adminis- 
tration ts that the full remonetization of sil- 
ver might follow in the course of a few years.

GERMANY ALARMED 


Turkey Cedes to France a Stronghold im 
‘ the Persian Gulf, 


BASE OF OPERATIONS SHOULD THE 
TRIPLE ALLIANCE MAKE WAR, 


Another Bond Cementing French and Rus- 
siah Interests—No Official Denial of the 
Resignation of Von Caprivi—Chagrin 
of Emperor William at De Giers’ Pat 
ronizing Treatment. 


BERLIN, Nov. 27.—This city is treated to an- 
other sensation to-day. Yesterday it was the 
rumor that Chancellor Von Caprivi intended 
to-resign (a rumor, it should be added, whiclr 
has not been Officially denied up to the pres- 
ent), andthis morning the good people at 
Berlin are startled by the annourcement, 
made by the Kreuz Zeitung Conservative), an 
influential daily paper, that by a secret 
agreement with France Turkey has ceded 
Cape Sheik Shaib, in the Persian Gulf, to 
France. Cape Sheik Shaib ts on the Island of 
Bushir of Busheab, eleven miles from the 
northeast coast of Persia, and might be 
strongly fortified and otherwise made use of 
asa harbor fora French fleet. Between the 
mainland and the Island of Busheab is 
said to be water affording good 
anchorage forthe largest war vessels. This 
would give France a depot and possibly @ 
landing place for troops not far north of 
the British possessions in India, and might 
under certain circumstances enable France 
to co-operate with Russia should the latter 
country’s troops invade Persian territory 
and possibly continue an onward march 
towards India itself. Turkey, according to 
the Kreuz Zeitung, is said to have taken this 
step owlng tothe uneasiness felt by the Sul- 
tan and by his advisers at the action of 
England in continuing the occupation of 
Egypt, in spite of the protests of France an@ 
Turkey indirectly against such acourse. It 
is concluded that in fortifying Sheik Shaib 
France threatens Great Britain’s hold on the 
Red Sea, made practically a British lake by 
the fact that England holds Aden (the Gib- 
raltar of the East) at the entrance of the 
straits of Babelmandeb, leading into the 
Red Sea. 

This rumor regarding Sheik Shaib is not ex- 
actly new, so far as concerns France’s desire 
to obtain possession of that Island, but If the 
Kreuz Zeitung is to be believed the matter ig 
now accomplished, and ts, therefore, a mat- 
ter of greatest importance. Since the Kreus 
Zeitung’shews was made public there has 
been a constant exchange of telegraphic 
messages between the German Foreign lega- 
tion and some of its representatives abroad. 
Information upon the matter is refused by 
the official in charge. The possession of such 
a stronghold would give France and Russiaa 
commanding advantage in case the triple 
alliance commenced hostilities. Hence, the 
alarm exhibited by the publication of the 
ceding of the island. The affair fs looked up- 
onas only another bond cementing French 
and Russian interests. 

THE CAPRIVI RUMOR. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi’s rumored inten- 
tion to resign is now said to be due tothe 
Emperor’s severe references to the fact that 
he (the Chancellor) should have been able to 
prevent M. De Glers from riding rough shod 
over Europe and doing as he pleased with 
kings and ministers. It its now known Dbe- 
yond doubt that differences of a serious 
hature have existed between the Emperor 
and the Chancellor for some time past, and 
that these differences of opinion have re- 
quired considerable smoothing over on both 
sides,and nobody, as matters now staud, 
would be astonished to hear that it wasan 
actual fact that the Chancellor insists upon 
retiring from office. The Emperor, however, 
though prone to take offense easily and to 
speak thoughtlessly, is also given to repent- 
ing as rapidly of his hasty actions, and to be 
ready to make all amends in his power. 
This, it is now understood, is about the state 
of affairs existing between the Emperor and 
the Chancellor. In conclusion it shoud be 
said that the concensus of opinion is that 
Wachenbdlatt’s sensational news of yesterday 
was a Conservative ‘‘feeler’’ sent out to test 
pubjic opinion upon the Chancellor's resig- 
nation andthe effect it would have in this 
and foreign countries. 

OPINION ATNEW YORK. —. 

New Yorn, Nov. 27.—The resignation of 
Chancellor Capriv! is not believed here. VI- 
comte Paul Dabsac, the French Consul 
General shrugged his shoulders end 
winked a significant wink when 
he was asked this morning whether 
he had any official news of the Chancelilor’s 
withdrawal, Count Nascell, Consul General, * 
also denied having anything official to say on 
the subject.
